$19,652,000 of the general fund—state appropriation for fiscal year7
2019, $1,350,000 of the education legacy trust account—state8
appropriation, and $15,868,000 of the general fund—federal9
appropriation are provided solely for development and implementation10
of the Washington state assessment system.
